The  First  Edition  of  these  Precedents  was  sold  within  four 
months  from  its  publication,  and  is  now  out  of  print. 

In  the  present  Edition  the  forms  have  been  carefully 
revised  and  enlarged,  and  others  added.  The  scope  of  the 
work  has  also  been  extended  by  the  addition  of  several 
Precedents  in  Contentious  business  in  the  Probate  Division 
and  in  Lunacy  matters.  The  Scale  of  Costs  in  the  Mayor's 
Court  of  London  has  also  been  added. 
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PREFACE  TO   FIRST  EDITION. 


The  demaad  for  the  "  Precedents  of  Costs  in  the  Queen's 
Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer  Divisions  of  the  High 
Court  of  Justice,"  prepared  by  Mr.  Summkrhays,  and  pub- 
lished sixteen  months  ago,  led  the  compilers  to  believe  that 
a  work  of  the  same  class  on  a  more  extended  scale  would 
be  found  of  assistance  to  the  Profession. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  avoid  inaccuracies,  but 
no  labour  has  been  spared  to  render  the  forms  as  com- 
plete and  correct  as  possible.  They  embody  the  results 
of  several  years'  experience  in  the  preparation  and  taxa- 
tion of  Bills  of  Costs  in  the  various  Courts,  both  under 
the  old  and  new  procedure;  and  most  of  the  Precedents 
have  been  compared  with  Bills  taxed  under  the  various 
scales  now  in  force.  They  are  equally  applicable  to  pro- 
cet^dings  in  London  and  the  District  Begistries.

proceeding,  the  attendance  is  adjourned  without  any  useful  progress 
being  made,  the  judge  may  order  such  an  amount  of  costs  (if  any) 
as  he  shall  think  reasonable  to  be  paid  to  the  parly  attending  by 
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the  party  bo  absent  or  neglectful,  or  by  his  solicitor  personally  ;  and 
the  party  so  absent  or  neglectful  is  not  to  be  allowed  any  fee  as 
against  any  other  party,  or  any  estate  or  fund  in  which  any  othei* 
party  is  interested. 

12.  A  folio  is  to  comprise  72  words,  every  figure  comprised  in  a 
column  being  counted  as  one  word. 

13.  Such  costs  of  procuring  the  advice  of  counsel  on  the  plead- 
ings, evidence,  and  proceedings  in  any  cause  or  matter  as  the  taxing 
officer  shall  in  his  discretion  think  just  and  reasonable,  and  of  pro- 
curing counsel  to  settle  such  pleadings  and  special  affidavits  as  the 
taxing  officer  shall  in  his  discretion  think  proper  to  be  settled  by 
counsel,  are  to  be  allowed ;  but  as  to  affidavits  a  separate  fee  is  not 
to  be  allowed  for  each  affidavit,  but  one  fee  for  all  the  affidavits 
proper  to  be  so  settled,  which  are  or  ought  to  be  filed  at  the  same 
time. 

14.  As  to  counsel  attending  at  Judges'  Chambers,  no  costs 
thereof  shall  in  any  case  be  allowed,  unless  the  Judge  certifies  it  to 
be  a  proper  case  for  counsel  to  attend. 

15.  As  to  inspection  of  documents  under  Order  XXXI.,  Rule 
14,  no  allowance  is  to  be  made  for  any  notice  or  inspection,  unless 
it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  taxing  officer  that  there  was 
good  and  sufficient  reasons  for  giving  such  notice  and  making  suoh 
inspection. 

16.  As  to  taking  copies  of  documents  in  possession  of  another 
party,  or  extracts  therefrom,  under  Rules  of  Court  or  any  special 
order,  the  party  entitled  to  take  the  copy  or  extract  is  to  pay  the 
solicitor  of  the  party  producing  the  document  for  such  copy  or 
extract  as  he  may,  by  writing,  require,  at  the  rate  of  4(2.  per  folio  : 
and  if  the  solicitor  of  the  party  producing  the  document  refuses  or 
neglects  to  supply  the  same,  the  solicitor  requiring  the  copy  or 
extract  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  it,  and  the  solicitor  for  the  party 
producing  is  not  to  be  entitled  to  any  fee  in  respect  thereof. 

17.  Where  a  petition  in  any  cause  or  matter  assigned  to  the 
Chancery  division  is  served,  and  notice  is  given  to  the  party  served 
that  in  case  of  his  appearance  in  Court  his  costs  will  be  objected  to, 
and  accompanied  by  a  tender  of  costs  for  perusing  the  same,  the 
amount  to  be  tendered  shall  be  2L  28.  The  party  making  such  pay- 
ment shall  be  allowed  the  same  in  his  costs,  provided  such  service 
was  proper,  but  not  otherwise ;  but  this  order  is  without  prejudice  to 
the  rights  of  either  party  to  costs,  or  to  object  to  costs  where  no 
such  tender  is  made,  or  where  the  Court  or  judge  shall  consider  the 
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party  entitled,  notwithstanding  snch  notice  or  tender,  to  appear  in* 
Conrt.  In  any  other  case  in  which  a  solicitor  of  a  party  served 
necessarily  or  properly  peruses  any  snch  petition  without  appearing 
thereon,  he  is  to  be  allowed  a  fee  not  exceeding  21.  28. 

18.  The  Conrt  or  judge  may,  at  the  hearing  of  any  cause  or 
matter,  or  upon  any  application  or  procedure  in  any  cause  or  matter 
in  Court  or  at  chambers,  and  whether  the  same  is  objected  to  or 
not,  direct  the  costs  of  any  pleading,  affidavit,  evidence,  notice  to 
cross-examine  witnesses,  account,  statement,  or  other  proceeding,  or 
any  part  thereof,  which  is  improper,  unnecessary,  or  contains  un- 
necessary matter,  or  is  of  unnecessaiy  length,  to  be  disallowed,  or 
may  direct  the  Taxing  Officer  to  look  into  the  same  and  to  disaUow 
the  costs  thereof,  or  of  such  part  thereof  as  he  shall  find  to  be  im- 
proper, unnecessary,  or  to  contain  unnecessary  matter,  or  to  be  of' 
unnecessary  length ;  and  in  such  case  the  party  whose  costs  are  so 
disallowed  shall  pay  the  costs  occasioned  to  the  other  parties  by 
such  unnecessary  proceeding,  matter,  or  length ;  and  in  any  case 
where  such  question  shall  not  have  been  raised  before  and  dealt 
with  by  the  Court  or  judge,  the  Taxing  Officer  may  look  into  the 
same  (and,  as  to  evidence,  although  the  same  may  be  entered  as 
read  in  any  decree  or  order)  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  there- 
upon the  same  consequences  shall  ensue  as  if  he  had  been  specially 
directed  to  do  so. 

19.  In  any  case  in  which,  under  the  preceding  rule  No.  18,  or  any 
other  Rule  of  Court,  or  by  the  order  or  direction  of  a  Court  or  judge, 
or  otherwise,  a  party  entitled  to  receive  costs  is  liable  to  pay  costs 
to  any  other  party,  the  Taxing  Officer  may  tax  the  costs  such  party 
is  so  liable  to  pay,  and  may  adjust  the  same  by  way  of  deduction  or 
set  off,  or  may  if  he  shall  think  fit,  delay  the  allowance  of  the  costs 
such  party  is  entitled  to  receive  until  he  has  paid  or  tendered  the 
costs  he  is  liable  to  pay ;  or  such  officer  may  allow  or  certify  the 
costs  to  be  paid,  and  the  same  may  be  recovered  by  the  party  en- 
titled thereto  in  the  same  manner  as  costs  ordered  to  be  paid  may 
be  recovered. 

20.  Where,  in  the  Chancery  division,  any  question  as  to  any 
costs  is,  under  the  preceding  rule  18,  dealt  with  at  chambers,  the 
chief  clerk  is  to  make  a  note  thereof,  and  state  the  same  on  his 
allowance  of  the  fees  for  attendances  at  chambers,  or  otherwise,  as 
may  be  convenient  for  the  information  of  the  Taxing  Officer. 

21.  Where  any  party  appears  upon  any  application  or  proceeding 
in  Court  or  at  chambers  in  which  he  is  oiot  inter6sted|  or  upon 
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which,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  Court,  he  ought  not  to 
attend,  he  is  not  to  be  allowed  any  costs  of  such  appearance 
unless  the  Court  or  judge  shall  expressly  direct  such  costs  to  be 
allowed. 

22.  As  to  applications  to  extend  the  time  for  taking  any  pro- 
ceeding limited  by  Rules  of  Court  (subject  to  any  special  order  as 
to  the  costs  of  and  occasioned  by  any  such  application),  the  costs 
of  one  application  are,  without  special  order,  to  be  allowed  as  costs 
in  the  cause  or  matter ;  but  (unless  specially  ordered)  no  costs  are 
to  be  allowed  of  any  further  application  to  the  pariy  making  the 
same  a«  against  any  other  parfy,  or  any  estelte  or  fund  in  which  any 
other  party  is  interested. 

28.  The  Taxing  Officers  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  of  any 
diirision  thereof,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  any  proceeding  before 
them,  have  power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  shall,  in 
relation  to  the  taxation  of  costs,  perform  all  such  duties  as  havo 
heretofore  been  performed  by  any  of  the  masters,  taxing  masters, 
registrars,  or  other  officers  of  any  of  the  courts  whose  jurisdiction 
is  by  the  Act  transferred  to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of 
Appeal,  and  shall,  in  respect  thereof,  have  such  powers  and  autho- 
rities as  preyious  to  the  commencement  of  the  Act  were  Tested  in 
any  of  such  officers,  including  examining  witnesses,  directing  pro- 
duction of  books,  papers,  and  documents,  making  separate  certificates 
or  allocaturs,  requiring  any  party  to  be  represented  by  a  separate 
solicitor,  and  to  direct  and  adopt  all  such  other  proceedings  as  could 
be  directed  and  adopted  by  any  such  officer  on  reierences  for  the 
taxation  of  costs,  and  taking  accounts  of  what  is  due  in  respect  of 
such  costs,  and  such  other  accounts  connected  therewith  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Court  or  a  judge. 

24.  The  Taxing  Officer  shall  have  authority  to  arrange  and 
direct  what  parties  are  to  attend  before  him  on  the  taxation  of 
costs  to  be  borne  by  a  fund  or  estate,  and  to  disallow  the  costs  of 
any  party  whose  attendance  such  officer  shall  in  his  discretion  con- 
sider unnecessary  in  consequence  of  the  interest  of  such  party  in 
such  fund  or  estate  being  small  or  remote,  or  sufficiently  protected 
by  other  parties  interested. 

25.  When  any  party  entitled  to  costs  refuses  or  neglects  to  bring 
in  his  costs  for  taxation,  or  to  procure  the  same  to  be  taxed,  and 
thereby  prejudices  any  other  party,  the  Taxing  Officer  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  certify  the  costs  of  the  other  parties,  and  certify  such 
refusal  or  neglect,  or  may  allow  such  party  refusing  or  neglecting  a 
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nominal  or  oiher  snm  for  sucb  costs,  so  as  to  prevent  any  other 
parij  being  prejadiced  by  such  refusal  or  neglect. 

26.  As  to  costs  to  be  paid  or  borne  by  another  party,  no  costs 
are  to  be  allowed  which  do  not  appear  to  the  taxing  officer  to  have 
been  necessary  or  proper  for  the  attainment  of  justice  or  defending 
the  rights  of  the  party,  or  which  appear  to  the  taxing  officer  to  have 
been  incurred  through  over-caution,  negligence,  or  mistake,  or 
merely  at  the  desire  of  the  party. 

27.  As  to  any  work  and  labour  properly  performed  and  not 
herein  provided  for,  and  in  respect  of  which  fees  have  heretofore 
been  allowed,  the  same  or  similar  fees  are  to  be  allowed  for  such 
work  and  labour  as  have  heretofore  been  allowed. 

28.  The  rules,  orders,  and  practice  of  any  court  whose  jnrisdic* 
iion  is  transferred  to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of  Appeal, 
relating  to  costs,  and  the  allowance  of  the  fees  of  solicitors  and 
attorneys,  and  the  taxation  of  costs,  existing  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  ihe  Act^  shall,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Act,  and  the  Aules  of  Court  in  pursuance  thereof,  remain  in 
force  and  be  applicable  to  costs  of  the  same  or  analogous  pro- 
ceedings, and  to  the  allowance  of  the  fees  of  solicitors  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  taxation  of  costs  in  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  and  Court  of  Appeal. 

29.  As  to  all  fees  or  allowances  which  are  discretionary,  the 
same  are,  unless  otherwise  provided,  to  be  allowed  at  the  discretion 
of  the  taxing  officer,  who,  in  the  exercise  of  such  discretion,  is  to 
take  into  consideration  the  other  fees  and  allowances  to  the  solicitor 
and  counsel,  if  any,  in  respect  of  the  work  to  which  any  such 
allowance  applies,  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  cause  or  matter, 
the  amount  involved,  the  interest  of  the  parties,  the  fund  or  persons 
to  bear  the  costs,  the  general  conduct  and  costs  of  the  proceedings, 
and  all  other  circumstances. 

30.  Any  party  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  allowance  or 
disallowance  by  the  taxing  officer  in  any  bill  of  costs  taxed  by  him, 
of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  item  or  items,  may,  at  any  time 
before  the  certificate  or  allocatur  is  signed,  deliver  to  the  other  party 
interested  therein,  and  carry  in  before  the  taxing  officer  an  objec- 
tion in  writing  to  such  allowance  or  disallowance,  specifying  therein 
by  a  list^  in  a  short  and  concise  form,  the  item  or  items,  or  parts  or 
part  thereof,  objected  to,  and  may  thereupon  apply  to  the  taxing 
officer  to  review  the  taxation  in  respect  of  the  same. 

31.  Upon  such  application  the  taxing  officer  shall   reconsider 
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and  review  his  taxation  npon  snch  objections,  and  lie  may,  if  he 
shall  think  fit,  receive  further  evidence  in  respect  thereof,  and,  if  so 
required  by  either  party,  he  shall  state,  either  in  his  certificate  of 
taxation  or  allocator  or  by  reference  to  snch  objection,  the  grounds 
and  reasons  of  his  decision  thereon,  and  any  special  &cts  or  circnm* 
stances  relating  thereto. 

32.  Any  party  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  certificate  or 
allocatur  of  the  taxing  officer,  as  to  any  item  or  part  of  an  item* 
which  may  have  been  objected  to  as  aforesaid,  may  apply  to  a  judge 
at  chambers  for  an  order  to  review  the  taxation  as  to  the  same  item 
or  part  of  an  item,  and  the  judge  may  thereupon  make  such  order 
as  to  the  judge  may  seem  just ;  but  the  certificate  or  allocatur  of 
the  taxing  officer  shall  be  final  and  conclasive  as  to  all  matters 
which  shall  not  have  been  objected  to  in  manner  aforesaid. 

33.  Such  application  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
judge  upon  the  evidence  which  shall  have  been  brought  in  before 
the  taxing  officer,  and  no  further  evidence  shall  be  received  upon 
the  hearing  thereof,  unless  the  judge  shall  otherwise  direct. 

34.  When  a  writ  of  summons  for  the  commencement  of  an  ac- 
tion shall  be  issued  from  a  district,  and  when  an  action  proceeds 
in  a  district  registry,  all  fees  and  allowances,  and  rules  and  direc- 
tions relating  to  costs^  which  would  be  applicable  to  such  proceeding 
if  the  writ  of  summons  were  issued  in  London,  and  if  the  action 
proceeded  in  London,  shall  apply  to  such  writ  of  summons  issued 
from  and  other  proceedings  in  the  district  registiy.

The  Bight  Honorable  Hugh  MacCalmoi^t  Baron  Cairns,  Lord 
High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  undersigned  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  doth  hereby  in  pursuance  and 
execution  of  the  powers  given  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  Act,  1875,  and  all  other  powers  and  authorities 
enabling  him  in  this  behalf,  order  and  direct  in  manner 
following : — 

L 

The  fees  and  percentages  contained  in  the  schedule  hereto  are 
fixed  and  appointed  to  be,  and  shall  be  taken  in  the  High  Court  of 
Justice,  and  in  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  in  any  Court  to  be  created 
by  any  commission,  and  in  any  office  which  is  connected  with  any 
of  those  Courts,  or  in  which  any  business  connected  with  any  of 
those  Courts  is  conducted,  and  by  any  officer  paid  wholly  or  partly 
out  of  public  moneys  who  is  attached  to  any  of  those  Courts,  or  the 
Supreme  Court,  or  any  Judge  of  those  Courts,  or  any  of  them ;  and 
the  said  fees  and  percentages  shall  be  taken  by  stamps,  except 
those  taken  in  the  District  Registries  which  shall  until  farther 
order  be  taken  in  money,  and  applied  and  accounted  for  In  such 
manner  as  the  Treasury  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 
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II. 

THe  fees  and  percentages  set  forth,  in  the  colnmn  headed  Lower 
Scale  in  the  schedule  hereto  are  to  be  taken  and  paid  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  Lower  Scale  of  fees  is  to  be  charged  and  allowed  to  the 
solicitors  nnder  the  provisions  of  the  Additional  Boles  of  Court 
under  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Act,  1 875,  issued  by  Order 
in  Council,  dated  the  1 2th  day  of  August,  1875,  and  the  fees  and 
percentages  set  .forth  in  the  column  headed  Higher  Scale  in  the 
schedule  hereto  are  to  be  taken  and  paid  in  all  other  cases, 

IIL 

In  causes  and  matters  by  the  34th  section  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Judicature  Act,  1873,  assigned  to  the  Chancery  Diyision : — 

The  solicitor  or  party  acting  in  person  shall,  on  any  proceeding 
in  which  he  claims  to  pay  fees  according  to  the  Lower  Scale,  file 
with  the  proper  officer  a  certificate  in  the  form  hereunder  set  forth, 
of  which  certificate  the  officer  is,  at  the  request  of  any  solicitor  or 
any  party  acting  in  person  in  the  cause  or  matter,  to  mark  a  copy 
without  a  fee. 

On  production  of  such  copy  of  the  certificate  all  officers  of  the 
Court  are  to  receive  and  file  all  proceedings  in  the  cause  or  matter 
bearing  stamps  accordiug  to  the  Lower  Scale. 

In  any  case  certified  for  the  Lower  Scale  of  Court  fees  in  which 
it  shall  happen  that  the  solicitor  shall  become  entitled  to  charge  and 
be  allowed  according  to  the  Higher  Scale  of  solicitors'  fees,  the 
deficiency  in  the  fees  of  Court  is  to  be  made  good. 

In  any  case  in  which  the  fees  have  been  paid  upon  the  Higher 
Scale,  and  in  which  it  shall  happen  that  the  solicitor  shall  become 
entitled  to  charge  and  be  allowed  only  according  to  the  Lower 
Scale  of  solicitors'  fees,  the  excess  of  fees  so  paid  may  be  allowed 
upon  the  taxation  of  costs,  if  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  taxing  officer,  justify  such  allowance. 

IV. 

The  provisions  in  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  any  of

thereof,  is  or  are  expressly  varied  by  the  schedule  to  the 
said  Act,  or  by  this  Order,  or  by  any  Kules  of  Court  made 
or  to  be  made  by  Order  in  Council  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  said  Act. 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  in  respect  of  any  criminal 
proceedings  other  than  such  prooeedings  on  the  Crown  side 
of  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  as  the  scale  contained  in  the 
schedule  hereto  may  be  applicable  to ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  in  respect  of  matters  on  the 
Bevenue  side  of  the  Exchequer  Division,  and  proceedings 
and  business  in  the  office  of  the  Queen's  Bemembrancer  other 
than  such  matters,  proceedings,  and  business  as  the  scale 
contained  in  the  Schedule  hereto  may  be  applicable  to ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  authorised  to  be  taken  by 
any  sheriffs,  under  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs,  bailiffs,  or  other 
officers  or  ministers  of  sheriffs ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  directed  to  be  taken  or  paid 
by  any  Act  of  Parliament,  and  in  respect  of  which  no  fee  or 
percentage  is  hereby  provided ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  which  shall  have  become 
due  or  payable  before  the  commencement  of  the  Judicature 
Acts,  1873  and  1875 ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  in  respect  of  any  proceedings 
in  any  cause  or  matter  pending  at  the  commencement  of  the 
said  Acts,  and  in  respect  of  which  no  fee  or  percentage  is 
hereby  provided. 

The  existing  rules  and  practice,  applicable  to  proceedings  by 
persons  suing  in  formft  pauperis,  shall  continue  and  be  applicable 
to  proceedings  to  which  this  Order  relates*

Save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Order  all  existing  fees  and 
percentages  which  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  Courts  whose  juris- 
diction 13^  by  the  Judicature  Acts,  1873  and  1875)  transferred  to  the 
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High  Gonrt  of  Justice  or  Conrt  of  Appeal,  or  in  anj  office  which 
is  connected  with  any  of  those  Courts,  or  in  which  any  business 
connected  with  any  of  those  Courts  is  conducted,  or  by  any  officer 
paid  wholly  or  partly  out  of  pubUc  moneys  who  is  attached  to  any 
of  those  Courts,  or  the  Supreme  Court  or.  any  Judge  of  those 
Courts,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  abolished.

By  order  dated  30th  May,  1873,  it  is  ordered  that  Solicitors 
shall,  in  aU  matters  in  which  the  income  of  a  person  who  is  alleged 
or  is  found  to  be  a  Innatic  or  person  of  unsound  mind  exceeds 
£150  per  annum,  be  entitled  to  charge  and  be  allowed  the  fees  set 
forth  in  the  oolnmn  headed  Higher  Scale  in  the  second  schedule 
to  the  Regulations  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  to  fees  and  charges 
to  be  allowed  to  Solicitors,  dated  the  30th  day  of  January,  1857, 
so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  applicable  to  such  matters  unless  the 
Lord  Chancellor  or  the  Lords  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  or  any 
or  either  of  them  shall  make  order  to  the  contrary  as  to  all  or  any 
of  the  parties  to  such  matters. 

By  the  same  order,  Solicitors  are  also  entitled  to  charge  and  be 
allowed  the  fees  set  forth  in  the  third  schedale  to  tho  said 
Regulations. 

The  last- mentioned  fees  will  be  found  on  page  42. 

There  is  no  fixed  scale  of  costs  on  the  lower  scale  on  pro- 
ceedings in  Lunacy.

order. 

Costs  in  actions  under  the  County  Courts  Act,  1856,  section  23, 
shall  be  taxed  according  to  the  scale  of  taxation  used  in  the  High 
Court  of  Justice,  so  far  as  it  is  directly  applicable ;  and  where  it  is 
not  so  applicable,  the  principle  of  that  scale  shall  be  followed.
